Harry Boulton has in his posses¬ 
sion the burnt remains of a wrist 
watch, which had been the property 
of R. H. Watt, R101518, RCAF. The 
latter was one of the victims of the 
Dakota transport plane which 
crashed into a mountain peak near 
Coleman last January in which 
seven were fatally injured.

The 
program of the Government, in 
connection with main highways in 
the Province, during the next five 
years, is very extensive, and in¬ 
cludes the highways in South West¬ 
ern Alberta.

CONSIDERABLE CONCERN has been expressed here recently over the 
large numbers of men and women with professional training who are leaving j 
Canada to live permanently in the United States. It is ackowledged thatj 
the greater wealth and wider opportunities which are offered by the large 
and highly industrialized nation to the south of us have already attracted 
a number of Canadians each year, but these numbers have increased greatly 
since the war, and have now reached an extent which is regarded by some 
observers as alarming. The situation has caused the question to be raised 
here as to why so many of our citizens must seek opportunities in the 
United States, and as to what effect the exodus of large numbers of en¬ 
gineers, scientists and others trained in our schools and colleges may have 
upon the future of this country. 

. The present exodus appears to be largely of those who

• American universities were seriously depicted by the 
compulsory military service regulations there during the war. As a result, 
the number of graduates during the war years was greatly reduced, and 
this has left the United States with an acute shortage of technically 
trained personnel to meet the urgent demands of post-war development. 
The fact remains, however, that those who go from Canada to take up work 
in the United States, will devote their training and ability to their work 
there, and their services are lost as far as their own country is concerned. 
The war has shown the importance of scientific and technical knowledge 
in the age in which we live, and it is apparent that under present conditions, 
scientific progress is essential to a nation’s security, as well as to its indus¬ 
trial expansion. Under these circumstances, it is understandable that there 
is concern over the flow of trained Canadian scientists to another country.

I TASK WILL BE HARD 

j Racial Tangle Will Complicate 
Malcolm MacDonald’s Job In 
Malaya 

When Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, as 
Governor-General, settles down to 
married life in Malaya he will find a 
j vast change in his surroundings from 
what he was accustomed to in Ot¬ 
tawa. He will be in a tropical coun- 
i try with relatively few white people 
! and four and a quarter millions of 
■ Malays, Chinese and Indians. He i 
! has to try and make a Malayan [ 
j Union of them. 

| The whole of Malaya is only about I 
; the size of England and Wales. In 
| the Straits Settlements which include 
| Singapore, there are twice as many 
I Chinese as Malays; in the Malay 
j states under the Sultans the Malays 
are in the majority; and in the so- 
called unfederated states the Chinese 
again lead. 

This is a racial tangle that acutely 
complicates political affairs. And 
there is a further headache in that 
the different races are in different 
stages of development. The Malays 
are still largely a primitive people of 
the forests and rivers. The Indians 
are shopkeepers and commercial em¬ 
ployees. And the Chinese include 
numbers of educated merchants and 
| manufacturers, particularly in Singa- 
j pore. 

I Europeans are now returning from 
exile or from Japanese imprisonment 
to take up their pre-war jobs 
throughout the country which is still 
j under military government. Produc- 
| tion and business are slowly recover- 
j ing from the shock of war. The 
| troops are leaving and soon except 
for a garrison will all have gone. 

"Up country”, as it is called, the 
two main Malayan sources of wealth, 
tin and rubber, are by no means as 
badly damaged by the war as was at 
first reported. But labor is hard to 
j get, the rubber plantations have been 
i greatly neglected, and transportation 
j including railway services and ship- 
! ping is far from what it used to be. 

Meanwhile, the Sultans remain dis¬ 
satisfied with the proposals to in¬ 
corporate them into a Malayan Union 
and presumably one of Mr. MacDon¬ 
ald's first tasks will be to bring 
them to a more reasonable state of 
mind.—Ottawa Citizen.

MISS WILLSHER RECALLED 
TO THE WITNESS STAND TO 
TESTIFY IN THE SPY TRIAL 


MONTREAL. — Kathleen Willsher, 
quiet-speaking former stenographer 
at the United Kingdom high commis¬ 
sioner’s office in Ottawa, testified at 
the conspiracy trial of Fred Rose 
that she had given the Montreal 
member of parliament information 
she gained from documents at her 

“It would not necessarily be very 
confidential," she added, and she 
“supposed” Rose knew she was get¬ 
ting the information from the docu¬ 
ments. 

Miss Willsher, sentenced last month 
to three, years in prison after convic¬ 
tion on a charge of contravening the 
Official Secrets act, was recalled to 
the witness box to testify against 
the Labor-Progressive member for j 
Montreal-Cartier, after -defence ob¬ 
jection of her testimony was dis¬ 
missed. 

Rose, Polish-born M.P. whose case 
is the highlight of a series of trials 
of a number of persons allegedly im¬ 
plicated in a Soviet espionage ring,) 
is charged with conspiring to com¬ 
municate information to Russia. 

Mr. Justice Wilfrid Lazure, pre¬ 
siding over the king’s bench court, 
dismissed objection by defence coun¬ 
sel to testimony describing conversa¬ 
tions since 1936 between Rose and 
Miss Willsher. 


NUERNBERG.—Confiscated records 
of the Krupp dynasty laid bare the 
secret origin of German rearmament 
in the supposedly beaten and bank¬ 
rupt Weimar republic bareiy a year 
after the Treaty of Versailles was 
signed and 13 years before Hitler 
came to power. 

The documents provide evidence 
that a hush-hush $48,000,000 loan 
was made available to Krupp’s in 
1920 by a reich Chancellor. 

In 1940, when Germany had beaten 
France and was poised to invade 
England, the ex-chancellor wrote 
proudly from exile* in Switzerland to 
the old gun-maker, Gustav Krupp von 
Bohlen und Halbach. 

The letter, signed “Joseph Wirth”, 
is regarded by Allied investigators 
as an example of the hidden partner¬ 
ship of industrial magnates and pre¬ 
sumably democratic politicians to re¬ 
store German military might. 

"Most honored herr president,” the 
letter began, “. . . I look with satis¬ 
faction to the years 1920-23 when 
we both . . . laid the new foundations 
for the development of armament . 
technique with the help of your great 
and most important firm. 

“I am putting down these lines in 
order to make a record in my files, 
in which there is already the letter 
of Dr. Wiedtfeld of 1921 wtiieh sets 
forth that through my initiative as 
reich chancellor and finance minister, 
your highly esteemed firm was se¬ 
cured for 10 years by putting at its 
disposal considerable means of the 
reich for maintenance of armament 
technique in the reich's service. 

“I am repeating this fact purely 
personally and confidentially . . .” 

Attached to Wirth's letter was a 
confidential memorandum, expected 
to figure prominently in any Allied 
trial of German industrialists, by one 
of Krupp's staff. 

The memorandum stated that 
Wirth put $48,000,000 worth of marks 
at Krupp’s disposal at Mendelssohn 
and company, Berlin, from which the 
money was transferred to an account 
carried under the name “Custodian” 
in Amsterdam. 

Because of senile softening of the 
brain, Gustav Krupp von Bohlen and 
Halbach was excluded from the pres¬ 
ent Nuernberg war crimes trial. His 
son, Alfried, may be included as a 
defendent if industrialists are put on 
trial as a class.

FISHERMEN 

Fishing regulations gtoveming 
sport fishing in Alberta have been 
released for the 1946 season. 

Some changes have been made 
from 1945 regulations among these 
are season dates, and closed areas. 

The season locally opens on June 
16 and closes on October 30. 

License fees and bag limits re¬ 
main the same. License fees are 
$2.25 per season or $1 for three 
consecutive days. In local waters 
the day catch limit is 15 fish. 

The closed streams locally are all 
tributaries of the Crows Nest River 
except Allison (Parish) and Gold 
Creeks. Lynx Creek tributary to the 
Carbondale River. Daisy, Vioary, 
Racehorse, and Ernst Creeks tri¬ 
butary to the Old Man River. White 
Creek tributary to the Livingstone 
River, and all tributaries to Cal- 
lum Creek. All unnamed creeks ap¬ 
pearing on the map or plan of the 
Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve 
are closed, while all lakes not 
specifically mentioned as being set 
apart for propagation of fish are 
open.

Recommend That The Principle Bo 
Adopted By United Nations 

Acceptance of the "general prin¬ 
ciple” that provisions for basic hu¬ 
man rights be included in interna¬ 
tional treaties — "particularly peace 
treaties’’—without waiting for an in¬ 
ternational bill of rights to be written 
has been recommended to the United 
Nations economic and social council 
by its nuclear commission on human 
rights. 

The drafting "as soon as possible” 
of an international bill of rights and 
its circulation among the govern¬ 
ments of the United Nations for com¬ 
ment was urged by the commission. 
It also asked permission to point out 
officially to the council "cases where 
violation of human rights committed 
in one country may, by its gravity, 
its frequency or its systematic na¬ 
ture constitute a threat to the 
peace.” 

The 8,000-word report, one of nine 
submitted to the council established 
by the United Nations to promote 
world welfare, carried a notation in 
reference to the latter request that

Coat Of Arms 

Viscount Alexander Had To Use A 
Blank Seal 

Not that anybody would notice it, 
but the formidable array of docu¬ 
ments needed to effect a royal assent 
dozen bills in the Senate Cham¬ 
ber lacked the finish they will have 
in a few weeks. 

Only, the black-gowned clerks and 
stiffiy-erect aides knew that the 
Governor’s seal on the Royal war¬ 
rant was a makeshift affair. Ir 
fact it was an ordinary barrister’s j 
stamp with the impression left on 
the document merely Jwo blanks 
rings. 

The Governor’s private seal is 
needed on the Royal warrant used to 
appoint the Chief Justice as the Act¬ 
ing Governor to give the Royal assent 
to bills passed by Parliament. 

But Viscount Alexander is a new 
peer and his coat pf arms has not 
been settled by the College of Her¬ 
alds in Britain. So he had to use the 
blank seal of a barrister to make 
formal the proceedings in the Senate 
Chamber. 

After his Arms are approved they 
will be imprinted on a special seal 
by the Royal Mint, here, and will be 
used thenceforth on all such occa¬ 
sions. There is no indication as to 
the design the Heralds will subscribe 
for Lord Alexander.

moth chemicals. 


PASTEURIZATION CRITICISM 

A correspondent of the Hunting¬ 
don (Que.) Gleanor who signs him¬ 
self "Farmer Dairyman” takes ex¬ 
ception to a Health League of Can¬ 
ada statement that anti-pasteuriza¬ 
tion arguments are not sound. 

‘It is in a sense amusing to me 
how folks who never made a living 
on a farm or never had the care of 
dairy cows, attempt to give such 
commanding comments to dairy 
farmers,” writes the Gleaner corre¬ 
spondent. 

In reply to this, the Health League 
wishes to point out neither farm nor 
dairy knowledge is required for one 
to know that milk is an excellent cul¬ 
ture medium for harmful bacteria 
and a means for the transmission of | 
these bacteria and communicable dis¬ 
ease to humans. No special agricul¬ 
tural education is necessary for one 
to know that pasteurization, while it 
does not harm to milk’s nutritive 
value, does kill bacteria which can 
transmit communicable disease to 
humans. There can be no arguments 
against facts. 

A further statement of "Farmer 
Dairyman” that "‘pasteurized milk 
does not raise calves equal to whole 
milk” is taken care of by researches 
by qualified authorities. In an ad¬ 
dress some years ago, Dr. Gordon 
Bates, General Director of the Health 
League, said that one record appear¬ 
ing in the Journal of Hygiene re¬ 
vealed that so far as there ’ 
difference in the calves tested it was 
in favor of those fed on pasteurized 
milk. 

"In this instance two groups of j 
calves were fed on the milk of 
tuberculin-tested cows,” said Dr 
Bates. “In another experiment con¬ 
ducted at one of the scientific insti¬ 
tutions where raw milk and the same 
supply commercially pasteurized was 
used to feed two groups of calves, 
the results were still more striking.

“A similar experiment was under¬ 
taken with two groups of swine at 
the Agricultural College in Guelph 
several years ago. It was found that 
swine thrived just as well on pas¬ 
teurized milk as on raw milk but that 
a number of those fed on raw milk 
contracted tuberculosis and died.”

HORNED CATTLE 

Percentage Is Increasing In The Four 
Western Provinces 
All good cattlemen know that 
horns on commercial cattle are not 
only a source of damage and loss in 
the handling and shipping of such 
cattle, but are an actual danger to 
the handlers. 

The agricultural press have illus¬ 
trations showing the terrible losses to 
beef and hog carcasses caused by 
goring. The employees at every 
terminal market and packing plant 
know the mess that can be made by 
or two horned cattle shipped 
i in a car with other livestock. 
Many carefully conducted experi¬ 
ments have demonstrated that de¬ 
horned cattle fight less, feed together 
better and gain more than horned 
cattle. That the rancher, whose 
main cash crop is cattle, has realized 
s is evidenced by the fact that 
most of the larger ranches of Bri- 
ish Columbia, Alberta and Western 
Saskatchewan dehorning is a stand¬ 
ard practice. Yet, as the accom¬ 
panying figures show, the percentage 
of horned cattle is increasing in each 
of the four Western Provinces. Ac¬ 
curate figures for the Eastern Prov¬ 
inces are not available, but there is 
no reason to doubt that a similar 
situation exists there. 

With ’ dehorning a standard ranch 
practice, it must be assumed that the 
increase in horned cattle is coming 
mainly from the smaller, farm cattle 
producer. Scarcity of farm labor; 
scarcity of dehorners and to some ex¬ 
tent caustic potash; the fact that 
many farm operators, lacking 
proper dehorning chute, did not feel 
physically able to wrestle with cattle 
may have had considerable bearing 
1 the increase fn horns. 

However, these conditions and 
scarcities are gradually being cor 
rected. Dehorners are again avail¬ 
able—in the West almost every Agri¬ 
cultural Representative’s office has 
or more pair which may be bor¬ 
rowed—dehorning irons, to be heat¬ 
ed and used like a branding iron on 
larger calves are now available. 
Caustic potash is again in supply. 
The boys are slowly coming back to 
the farms. 

For the farmer dehorning does not 
represent the same problem as on the 
ranch. A stick of caustic potash, 
carried in a small bottle, will do 
the job easily and painlessly if ap¬ 
plied to the nub horns of the calf.

Weed-killing corn sprayers which 
cope daily with more than one hun¬ 
dred acres of crops are now in use 
on United Kingdom farms.

Mission Will Collect Information
